Representatives of the govern- 
ment. the Clerleal Workers Union, 
the Civil Servants Union and the 
committee of the “non-apeelfle" 
woriwrs In the Civil Servants Union 
were atlU meeting after midnight to 
iron out an agreement. But it 
appeared they would reach an ac* 
cord giving all -workers on the 
Uniform Grade Seale, firam grade 16 
and up. the same increments

WASHINGTON.— Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance yesterday left the door 
open for a possible shift In U.S.

Interviewed on the CBS television 
programme "Pace the Nation.*’ the 
Secretary reiterated the U.S. posi- 
tion of refualng to deal subatantively 
with the PLO ‘bo long u the PLO 
refuses to recognise the right at 
Israel to exist.” Vance also pointsd 
out that the PLO bu not accepted 
UN Secretary Couneil reulutions S4S 
and 338 u a buls for the Geneva 
Middle East peace confo«nee. 

But he then added: "If the aitua- 
tion would chsinge in the ftiture, that 
would be a new situation and we'U 
have to take a look at IL” 

Asked by CBS diplomatic cor- 
respondent BCarvln Kolb whether the 
PLO would speelfieally have to 
make a statement recognising 
Xarscri existence or would a 
modification of Its national covenant 
be enough of an indication of siseh a 
Change, the Secretary replied: 
“TTiat la a key and very Important 
question and X wlU Just leave It at 

that.” 

Another questioner asked the 
Secretary whether the PLO would 
have to fulfil all three U.S. requests 
— recognise Xarael's right to exist, 
accept security Council resolutions 
S42and 3SS, and rewrite the 
covenant — or whether any one of 
these changes would suffice. Vance 
responded by sajring only that the

He once again voiced the belief 
that a return to the Geneva con- 
ference Is possible during the “laUnr 
half of 1977.”

Vance said he was keeping In cIoot 
touch with UN Secretary-General 
Kurt Waldheim on the kOddle East 
question. Under-Secretarr of State 
PhOip Habib has hriefled France on 
the U.8. mission, Vance said, when 
apk ed why there currentty seemed to 
be a triple effort to revive 
negotiations — the U.S.. UN and 
Pkanee. 

The Secretary said he was "all 
for” such divergent effort. 'The 
more ideas, the better ofl we are,” 
he said. 

Asked about his talks with Saudi 
Arabia and any lli&age the 
may be demanding between oil price 
increases and the Arab-Israel con- 
flict. the Secretary said that at ao 
time during his talks in Saudi Arabia 
did the Saudis indicate a hskage of 
these two issues.

TEL AVIV. — Some 80 per cent of 
M^am's central committee yester- 
di^ voted to continue the party's 
alignment with Labour. The vote 
spiked talk of an eventual merger, 
but 'M'npMm leaders are still ^ 
prebenslve; they fear that right-of- 
centre groups may secure the upper 
hand in Labour's new central com- 
mittee. 

Testerday's deddon had been mc- 
peeted since last week Labour met 
the eondltioBB Mapam set at its 
January 80 eonventton. But as a con- 
sequence some left-wingers in 
Map^Tw are considering quitting the 
party. 

Ell Ben-Gal, who was the party’s 
represutaUve in BVance in the early 
1970s,' wrote Party Secretary 
(Seneral Meir Talml that, following 
yesterday's deolalon, "1 find myself 
outside.” EUeser Ronen, MK, was 
also retorted eonslderi^ leaving 
the ^rty. BO has held talks with 
lioked and hidependent Socialist 
Leva Eliav about future cooperation. 

Meir Pall. MK. Mbked's leader, 
told 2k« Jerusalem Post his move- 
ment la drafting a call to Mapam 
left-wingera to for m a new front. 
“There are no ideological 
dti f ereiteto between Mbked and the 
left-wing dements in Mapam,” he 
maintsJned. 


The ranks of alignment supporters 
In Mapam were bigger than usual 
yesterday. Bi the January 80 conven- 
tion, 68 per cent of the delegates 
voted to continue the alignment If 
certain conditions were met. Tester- 
day,. 146 Central Committee 
members, or 80 per cent,, voted for 
the resolution to continue the align- 
ment. Only 88'm«nbm supported 
the proposal to run independently. 

Tbe main argument for continvdng 
cooperation with Labour was that 
the latter’s convention had met 
Mhpam's terms and decided to yield 
territory in the West Bank,' stnai ajid 
the Golan for peace. Labour 
delegatea had also nmalnated Prime 
Itinlster Yitzhak RaUn for another 
term of office and not Defence 
hOnister Shimon Perea. 

Alignment supporters argued that, 
through Joint decision-making 
bodies, where Mapam controls 12 
per cent of the membership, the par- 
ty has a greater Inlluenee on govern- 
ment policies. They also said 
Mapam's dovish policies could 
strengthen the Prime lOnlster's 
hand against the hawks. 

Yesterday's decision still called 
for an election campaign which 
would express Mapam's 
"organisational and political uni- 
queness." 



Uganda warns

NAIROBI, Kenya. — Uganda warn- 
ed the U.S. yesterday not to attempt 
an larael-style invasion of the east 
AftHaiui nation where 840 Americana 
have been prohibited from leaving 
bn the ordm of Presidest Idl Amla.

Uganda quoted a military 
spokesman as saying the presence of 
a U.S. Navy task force off the east 
African eoasf, must be taken 
seriousty. The spokesman, who nor- 
mally is taken to be Amin himself, 
announced that Uganda's armed 
forces must be on' the alert around 
the clock for any invasioa. He said

The nuclear-powered aircraft 
CArrler Bnterpi^ Is croiring off the 
coast of east Africa as U.S. officials 
keep watch on Uganda, uncertain of 
the fate of the Americans, mostly 
missionaries. They were told not to 
leave the country until Amin had 
met with them. But the meeting, 
ori^aDy scheduled for' today, has 
now been put ott until Wbdneeday — 
and it Is to be held at Entebbe Alz^ 
port, where Israel troops rescued the 
Air France hostages last JUy.

Two senior Cabinet Ministers In-

Mes'ha was on the list but 
there was no indication when the 
detailed plana would be ready, The 
Post was told.

The Gush Emunlm group, which 
was aware of the delay in preparing 
the detailed plans, apparently acted 
to draw public attention to the delay 
and exert pressure for speedier ac- 
tion.

Both northern and 
southern Yemen have reeenUy ac- 
cused Ethiopia of granting Israel 
naval and air facilities overtooktog 
the strategic Bab el-Mandeb straits 
at the southern tip of the Red Sea. 

The Ethiopians have been en- 
couraging 'a rebellion in the 
predominantly African southern 
Sudanese region against NUmeiry’a 
Arab rule. In retaliation, Sadat and 
Assad are likely to help Niuneiry aid 
the ontl-Addis Ababa rebellion In the 
Arab-oriented northern Ethiopian 
provinee of Eritrea. 

A secession by Eritrea would 
deprive Ethiopia of its Red Sea ports 

— Assad and Massawa. Sthkqila's 
only other outlet is by rail to Djibouti 
to the FVench-controUed Afars and 
Issas territory, which is due to gain 
independence later tills year, and 
which largely favours the Arab 
League. 

The current Arab drive for control 
of the Red Sea is being strongly 
backed by Saudi Arabia, whose en- 
tire western coast runs along it. 
Saudi Arabia has recently been mak- 
tog qidet efforts to fluSh out Soviet 
influence from two <rther Red Sea 
states — South Yemen and Somalia 

— to a bid to rally the two countries 
behind a unified Arab strategy, pai> 
tleularly concerning the Bab el- 
Mandeb straits. 

An Egyptian blockade of the 
straits in the 1973 war became a mor 
Jot issue In the subsequent interim 
settlement talks between Israel and 
Egypt. Jerusalem’s reference to 
Egypt’s undertaking to cease 
hostilities on the sea. — as well as to 
land; and air — largely meant the 
Bab el-Mandeb straits. 

However, the Khartoum parley 
was last night considered to be a 
cause of nezvouanesa menre to Ubya 
and the Soviet Union than to laraeL 
Tripoli and Moscow are reported to 
be particularly concerned with the 
growing affiliation of their one-tirnd' 
ally AsMul, with Egypt and Sudan.

On Friday they In- 
fbrmed GalUi that they intended to 
settle at Mes'ha vdth or without 
government permission. 

Hanan Porat, Gush Emunim 
leader, told The Jerusalem Post 
reporter Joshua Brilliant.

But the 
government approved the Mes'ha 
plan to principle, and the group 
came to implement tbe 
government’s decision.”

Lavon 'saw through Labour 
splits’ 30 years ago

Pinhas Lavon. tbe late Labour 
Party leader, pointed out 80 yeara 
ago that most spUts In Israel's 
labour movement occurred because 
the minority was not capable of 
abiding by the ruling of the majority , 
and tbe majority oftm failed to show 
tolerance towards the minority. 
Ideological differences played only a 
secondary role. 

^is was recalled last night by 
Prof. Shlomo Avinert. director- 
general of toe Fbreign Ministry, at a 
Lavon memorial evening at toe 
Hebrew University, under the 
auspices of the Pinbas Lavon Study 
Centre of the Israel Labour Mbve- 
ment. 

Quoting from Lavon's lectures and 
writings. Prof. Avtoerl also pointed 
out that he bad warned as far back 


as the early 1940's against the steady 
advance of white-collar workers at 
the expense of production workers in 
todustzy and a^culture, which was 
reversing the basic trend of Labour 
Zionism. Lavon also foresaw a 
frightening increase to the country's 
crime rate, and the creating of a 
alum proletariat. In a lecture at Belt 
Berl in 1966, toe year Lavon was 
forced to give up the defence pert- 
folio, he wcuned against a premature 
peace with the Arabs which would be 
imposed by the superpowers on 
terms that would be detrimental to 
Israel's security. Peace could come 
only when the Arabs are really ready 
for it, Lavon said at the time, stress- 
ing that the creation of the State of 
Israel to 1948 had literally been 
’’snatched” from history due to a unr 
ique combination of powers which 
would not recur.

According - to the State Comp- 
troller’s report on Sherutel Neft, the 
government company responsible 
for building toe facilities, the sub- 
terranean project has cost ILSfrn. to 
date, without any results. The report 
is to be pubUshed today. 

Work on new reservoirs will not- 
start this year. Dr. Zvi Dinsteto, the 
government's adviser on energy 
matters, told The Post yesterday. 

to an attempt to provide ample 
reserves of fos^ fuel, considering 
the fragility of toe passage of x^rude 
bn fo‘ torOel'througli'tbe -Red 'Sea; a 
plan to 'build the huge underground 
reservoint.'lnthe south- of toe coun- 
try, was adopted in 1971. At the end 
d 1976, no reservoirs had been built, 
altoou^ serious attempts had been 
made at two attea. 

Cracks were found in tbe granite 
at the first proposed location, utiiieli 
then had to be abandoned.

Aviv University 
Medical School who haa done some 
preliminary research on this aub- 
Ject. 

In most religiously and traditional- 
ly orientated communities, such aa 
the Catholic countries of South 
America and Europe, it is difficult to 
convinee people to leave their bodies 
to science. 


Why, Professor Nathan asked 
himself, is this not true of Israel? 

Data on donors showed most of 
them to be nabkenaeim In the 
profesalons and arta, people with 


generally liberal and cosmopolitan 
outlooks. AU of them gave totally 
altruistic reasons for their decision 
such as “to help science." But 
Professor Nathan and his colleagues 
found other motives. Including the 
wish to spare relatives btuial ex- 
penses and rebeUion against the 
religious establishment. He found 
that waves of donations would follow 
demonstrations against autopsies. 

Spouses and parents who felt 
neglected did not want their “neglec- 
tors" to have "even a grave to cry 
over," Nathan sold. Fears of death, 
deairea for self-punishment or the 
hope of attaining a symbolic Immor- 
tality or poethxnnous seU-reallzation 
are among the other motives 
Professor Nathan tentatively 
suggests. He stressed, however, that 
all of this must be investigated much 
more carefully by psychologists, 
soclologlats and other researchers.

Haim Goshen 
much better

— Attorney Haim 
Goshen, who suffered a heart attack 
one week ago, was reported yester- 
day in eoasidevably frnpreved condi- 
tion. Goshen was one of the police's 
key sources of Information In the 
trial of Asher Tadlln and the inquiry 
concerning the late Bousing ICtodster 
Avraham Ofer. 

Goshen was rushed to Bellinion 
Hbspital last week and spent several 
days in the intensive coronary care 
unit. Following improvement in his 
condition he was moved to the inter- 
nal medicine department. He is now 
in the same ward where Asher 
Tadlln — former Kupat HoUm bead 
who was sentenced last week to five 
and a half years' imprisonment for 
taking bribes — spent a month late 
last year. Tadlln had a heart attack 
after he heard that his close friend 
Ofor bad committed suicide. 

Goshen will have to spend at least 
another fortnight In hospital, it was 
learned yesterday. 

Goshen was arrested early in the 
Investigation of the Tadlln attair, for 
his part in various land deals. He 
was later granted the status of 
state’s witness. 

It is believed that the toformation 
he gave the police also served aa the 
basis for the preliminary investiga- 
tion of Ofer. That inves^ation waa 
dropped after Ofer killed himself.

U.S. cuts arms aid on 


humanitarian grounds

! WASHINGT<B7. — The Carter Ad- 
ministration has recommended an 
unprecedented cut in foreign 
military aid to Axgeutina, Ethiopia 
and Ulruguay because of human 
rights violations In these countries. 

The reductions, disclosed last 
Thursday by Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance, take the new ad- 
ministration's overseas human 
rlid^ls policy beyond 'verbsl protests 
to tan^ble action for tfae-fii^ time. 

In the past Congress has urged and 
occasionally legislated forri^ aid 
cuts on human rights groimds, but 
the executive branch strongly op- 
posed such action as undiplomatic 
and counter-invduetlve. TestiQring 
before the Senate appropriations 
subcommittee on foreign operations, 
Vance cautioned gainst automatic 
U.S. aid reductions because of 
human ri^ts problems of foreign 
countries. ”ln each case we muri 
balance a political concern for 
human rights against economic or 
security goals.” he said. 

For example, he explained that ho 
aid cut has beCT recommended for 
South Korea "despite the fact that 
we have great coneem about the 
human rights situation in that coun- 
try.” The reason is the longstan^g 
U.S. security commitment to that 
strategically located country. 

The reductions in military aid to 
the three countries reportedly 
received the personal approval (rf 
President Jiumy Caiier. He often 
qxtke in his presidential election 
campaign of projecting U.S. values 
abroad, sasrlng that ."if other nations 
want our friendship and sopport, 
they must understand that -we want 
to see basic> human rights 
respected.” .. 

Aid to Argentina hag been cut to 
819m. In arms sales c^^dits com- 


pared with |48.mt. last year. But of- 
ficials said not all of this cut is 
because of human rights problems. 

The State Department reported to 
Congress two months ago, under 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s 
leadership, that it had repeatedly 
raised the problem of indiscriminate 
political irini'nf pi and other hnniMii 
rights violations with the Argentine 
authorities. But State Depailment 
officials maintained that continued 
aid was in the U.S. national Interest 
to Argeofina's atrategle and 
economic importance. 

In the case of Ethiopia, -all the 
military grant assistance — wfaieh 
came to 86m. last year — has been 
cut. Hbwever, arms sales credits of 
8l0m. and economic development 
assistance of 813.9m. (upfromflkm. 
this fiscal year) will still be 
recommended. 

Assistant Secretary of State for 
Africa William Schaufele Jr. (a 
Carter nomination) told Congress 
last August that, despite tortures 
and political kUlings, continued U.S. 
aid was needed to 'Contribute to the 
stability of this second most pop- 
ulous country in Blacdc Africa.” Tte 
U.S. continues to maintain' In 
Ethiopia an Intelligence com- 
munications base, which Schaufele 
called “still very important.” 

The decision not to ask for military 
aid tor Uroguaf follows a Congress 
decision last year to this effect 
Uruguay’s military dominated 
regime is reported to have jailed the 
world’s highest proportion of 
political prisoners.

Iran, decided in Qatar last 
December to increase oil {xices by 
10.4 per. cent in January and another 
$ per cent in July. Efowever, Saudi 
Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates said they 'would raise 
prices by only 9 per cent.

When plans 
for the 1971 summit fell through, the 
Soviets had little faieentive to reach 
early agreement, he wrote. He also 
noted that time worked la favour of 
the Russians, since they hs've been 
acquiring arms thOf would have 
bem limited by Salt. 

Smith said only one channel of 
eommunieation should be used in 
negotiations and that Americans 
should not expect quick results. Hie 
called Salt a *^low and painstaking 
process.” 

He said that what seems a 
polemical attitude on the part of the 
Soviets may be only a difference in 
negotiating style.

Smith warned against overreae- 
tlon to "inevitable" leaks. He said 
"tbe inability of Washington agency 
officials to keep their mouths shut 
was one reason for White Ifouse ex- 
clusion of telt officials from infor- 
mation they should have had.” 

More serious than that, he said, 
were optimise statements by high 
U.S. officials. 

"Above all," Smith said, "do 
everything possible to turn the 
begiaalng made in Sait Z into an 
Irreversible process.

Second Moscow fire in less 
than two days: no casualtic 


MOSCOW. ' — A fire Iwoke out yester- 
day afternoon at the Soviet 
Merchant Marine Mfolsbr, but a 
ministry enjiployee said foere were 
no casualties. 

Smoke poured from under the roof 
of the seven-storey building on 
Zhdanova Street, near Moscow's 
most popular children's department 
store and about four blocks from the 
Kremlin. 

The mhilstry employee, reached 
by telephone, said few people had 
been on the top floors of the ministry 
when the fire started. About a dozen 
flze engines were at-the scene; uslng- 
extenalon ladders to flight the blaze. 

Police cordoned off the area whfle 
the fire continued. At the end of the 
blaze one fireman, covered 'with soot 
and wearing breathing apparatos, 
told a Western reporter: "There was 
no fire."

artiatle experience, to share 
different forms of theatre with them. 

. and to help them to open up 
creativity.’* 

Bducatlonal Theatre gives high 
school puplb a unique opportunity to 
appreciate drama both as apeetators 
and aa partleipanta. During the first 
part of Its flve>hour vbit to each 
achool, ttae trio fwhich eenabti of 
Ravich and two young actreMca. 
Ntasa Ben Arieh and Rachel XCafri) 
enacts scenes from a potpourri of 


great dramatbb, ranging from 
Shakeapearc to Jean Genet. 

After the performance, the group 
diacusaca coneepta in drama directly 
with the pupils.

To keep the action completely 
spontaneous, the troupe members 
urge studenb to come up on stage as 
the action unfolds and create new 
characters.

Ben-Arleh and KafrI 
themselves join In the sequences, 
appearing suddenly as neighbours 
and friends. The Educational 
Thcativ was remarkable because it 
exetled pupib to tito point where 
they joined the troupe as equal 
partners In a bold and creative ven- 
ture. 

ITie trio returns to each school 
several weeks after !b initial visit, to 
give a full-length performance of 
Jean Cenet'a thentre-oMhe-absurd 
drama "The Maids.'* Later, the 
troupe takes the pupUs to ace a play 
at the Haifa Municipal Theatre, In- 
troducing them to the actors and the 
producer biukstage. 

“We see the role of our 
programme as essentially 
educational.** says Ravich. "We are 
trying to expose young people to 
different forms of drama and help 
create the Israeli theatre of 
tomorrow." 


IK HIS own youth. L«nny Ravich 
lotted to be an actor. be 

studied business adminbtratlon "to 
please my parenb." he later moved 
to &eeDwieh Village, where he 
studied acting with famous drama 
coach Lee Strasberg. "I roomed with 
Z^sUn Hoffman for a while, in tbs 
days when ho wasn't getting enough 
to eat*' Ravich reeaUs. Unable to 
And steady work as an actor, be 
moved to Birmingham. Alabama 
where he became an EngHah teacher 
and drama coach tn an aU-blaek 
school. "I directed the first all-blaefc 
performance of *Ouya and Dells,* ** 
he says. 'The studenb were 
tie actors and dancers.** 

In 1964. Ravleh visited Israel 
realised that someday he would 
come back to settle. "I felt complete- 
ly at home here, even before 1 learn- 
ed Hebrew," he recalls. "1 knew I 
had come home and this was my 
country. Still It was not easy to leave 
my work, family, and friends in the 

United Sbtes." It was not until 1973 

that Ravleh. hb Israeli wife Alisa 
(whom he met on his first visit) and 
their three children returned to 
Israel to stay. Says Ravich. *‘l had 
no money or job at the time, but 1 


knew I had to live here, I had the 
feeling everything would come out 
all right."' 

Lenny eventually found work as a 
high school Eagllafa teacher In Upper 
Nazareth where he lives today with 
his family. He soon began develop- 
ing techniques of creative drama aa 
a classroom tool to get hto atudenb. 
to use more English. “Many of the 
improvisations and other ideas we 
use today in the ESdneational Theatre 
were developed in the classroom." 
he says. Hto Ideas so impressed tlie 
Ministry of Education that he was 
made an inspector of English 
tcacheri for the north of larael, a Job 
be sUU hohto. 

In 1975, Ravich met Rachel Kafri 
and N Inah Ben Arieh. two aetreaaek 
with extensive experience in work- 
ing with taigh-sehool puplb. After 
several months of practice uid con- 
ceptual work, the trio formed the 
Educational Theatre. "Prom the 
beginning, we were received very 
warmly by both pupils and 
teachers" Ravleh recalls. "Soon, we 
had all the work we could handle." 

Today, Lenny Ravleh has given up 
teaching Englbh so that he can ' 
devote more time to the Educational 
Theatre. The troupe nowperforms in 
kibbutzim as well as schMb and tbe 
management of Haifa’s Beit Abba 


Khoushy has given the theatre ib 
fu) 1 suppmt, as well as unlimited use 
of its facllAles. Ravich recently 
reached an agreement with tbe 
Haifa Municipality to give a series of 
16 performances throughout the city. 

He to now working on a project to 
develop creative « drama 
programmes tor schools In cultural- 
ly deprived areas. *‘l believe that 
these techniques can be used to help 
youngsters who have never been 
able to exiwess themselves ade- 
quately" be says. 

Ravich's long-range ambition Is to 
open a munieipally-sponsoreA 
theatre in a permanent location. 
"This would give me an opportunity 
to train young professional actors, 
something I do not now have tbe 
financial resources to do" be ex- 
plains. Nevertheless, Ravich has 
already succeeded in aeeompltohlng 
more of hto ideas and projects than 
he ever dreamed possible b^oro 
coming to Israel. 

"1 have found this to be a countcy 
where people are open to new Ideas, 
in the theatre as in many other 
areas," he says. In fulfilling hto own 
dreams in hto new country, Lenny 
Ravich to hel^g to bring thousands 
of young Israelis to an appreciation 
of the creative possibilities toherent 
In drama.

After condemning all forma of 
terrorism, the statement concludes 
by expressing solidarity with all 
other Jewish communities, 
regardless of the political regime un- 
der wMeb they live. It ealla on the 
French Government to Intervene on 
behalf of Jews anjrwhere — notably 
in Eastern Europe and the Arab 
lands iriio are deprived of tiielr 


liberties. 

Since the time of Napoleon. 
French Jewry has been effectively 
organized (or reliipoua purposes, but 
it was only at the end of World War II 
that CRIF came Into being to repre- 
sent the community as a whole for 
secular ptarposes. It to eompoacd of 
almost 30 leading organizations 
ranging from reUglo^lS to Com- 
munist, from Zionist to Bundtot. It 
represents Freneh Jewry before the 
French authorities and has been ac- 
tive In the fight against anti- 
Semitism. 

The various organizations 
designate their representative on 
CRIF, which in this respect la closer 
to the American Presidents* 
Conference than to the British Board 
of Deputies whose members are 
elected. In the past the variegated 
nature of CRIF has militated against 
ttae crystallization of a eonsensiu on 
such potentially controversial issues 
as the attitude of the FVencta Govern- 
ment to Israel. 

There were inevitable tensions 
within CRIF. Its leadership In which 
the Rothschilds are prominent) 
prefeired to make Its protests to the 
Government more dkMreetly than 
ttae rank-and-file often liked. Left 
and radical groups were In favour of 
takiTig ■miir'h more vocal out- 


spoken stands. They were supported 
by Zionist bodies ( even more than by 
the Israel Embassy) and youth 
organizations.

He dismisses with scorn the argup 
ment that a small sovereign state 
and a large, sympathetic Diaspora 
were the natural situation of ttae 
Jewish People throug^ut the Se- 
cond CSommonwealtta,azid may be an 
Integral and inevitable part of the 
dialectic of Jewlab talstozy. “The 
Qoniat Movement never resigned 
Kself, never accepted the contention 
that 'that's Inevitable and you cant 
change ttae inevitable.' Zlmitom did 
change, that which seemed Im- 
mutable, Inevitable.” 

The challenge, then, he saya, must 
be to levy a volunteer army of 60,000 
young people, laraell and Diaspora 
Jews, who would undertake: 

• to settle In tbe Galilee, 

• to populate tbe Negev. 

• to populate Jeruaalem and its en- 
vlrona, and 

• to live and work In development 
towns. 

Tbe Zionist Movement would 
spearhead this new national drive 
forward. It would no longer be a 
movement seeking as broM a base

as possible among as many Jewa as 
possible, but rather a "fighting, 
pioneering" movement dedicated to 
action, inspiring others to act. 

Thla kind of radical overhaul In 
Israel-Dlaapora relations, and in the 
role of Zionism in tbe 'eighties, 
would “cleanse tbe atmosphere," 
says Rlvlin, both within the country 
and vto-a-vis ttae Diaspora. 

Obviously the inspiration and 
leaderahlp must come from the 
Government of Israel itself. Ttae 
ZlOBtot Movement would be tbe in- 
strumentality. not the instigator. 
Here RlvUn treads carefully, anx- 
ious to steer clear of intra- or inters 
party politics. "It to up to the next 
government to make the move," be 
aays.

to front of ttae sculptor’s hoose, a 
black eggof polished obsidian sits on 
a pedestal. A llfe-sised lamb of cast 
cement rests in ttae shade of a pine- 
tree and a real rooster chicks con- 
tentedly from its pen at tbe foot of a 
plum-treel 


Many examples of Primore's wc^ 
axe. to be fouiidto.klnderga2lensjmd 
bursezy schools to and around 
Jerusalem. At Neve Taakov. thim 
are life-sized stone baby elephants. 
At Ram at Eshkol there are huge 
turtles and at GUo and Bakaa there 
are Szsrds and lambs. 

At the. near-by settlement of Nes 
Harim, aigreat obsidian eagle stands 
to the garden atop a colunm-like dab 
of rock while a mammoth dove and 
metre i8gb bens of white gaming 
stone roost opposite the office 
buildings. 

Zvi Primore to a modest man anda 
practical one. When he serves his 
reserve stint to the army, he is a 
demolition expert and hto left cheek 
bears a slash like a German sabre 
cut. except that it to the resuK’of a 
land-mine somevdiere in Sinai. 

He studied at the Bezalel School of 
Art and he loves to work in stone. 
When he to not making tbtoga for 
children to enji^, be esq^erimenta 
witb stone, totals workshop he show- 
ed us a goblet made of grey-white 
stone hewn from tbe living rock, but 






as fragile as a rose petaL 
Perhaps the strangest of his 
creations to the huge stone flower 
commissioned by the daughter of the 
late Margot Klausner as a memorial 
to her mother. It waa qtaosen far tbe 
grave because of Mrs. Klansneris 
belief that ahe had been an Alpine 
flower to a previous incarnation.

OAU declines to recognize 
any Rhodesian rebel group 


LOME, TOGO. — The Ministerial 
Council of the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) yesterday 
'postponed a decision on wUeh of the 
rival Rhodesian black nationalist 
groups it would officially recognise. 

OAU assistant secretary-general 
Peter Onu told reiMcters after' a 
■marathon session that the 
organisation's foreign ministers bad 
decided to refer the question to the 
OAU summit nest July in UbreviUe. 

Onu said there were divergent 
views on a recommendation by the 
five so-called "Front-Line", states 
— Zambia. Tansenia, Mosamtalque, 
Botswana and Angola ^ that the 
OAU should officially recognise the 
Patriotic Front of Joshua Kkomo 
and Robert Mugabe. 

According to conference .sources, 
some members warned that giving 
exclusive support to the Fatriotie 
Ifront would precipitate civil war in 
Rhodesia. 

Meanwhile, in Salisbury, a 
telegram signed by a "Salisbury 


businessman" and fron^agM by a 
national newspaper yesterdsQr said 
that "even the mosquitoea' are 
ntil^thig — there is no more blood 
to suck." 

It was a comment on the 
governments plans to raise taxes to 
pay for an IntenslfyingguerrlUa war 
that has engendered political uncer- 
tainty and prompted Rhodesian 
whites to emigrate In record 
numbers. 

The telegram sent on Friday 
appeared in the Sunday "Mall" 
following a week during which the 
government said It would ask Farlla-. 
ment to slap a 10 per cent surehazge 
on income tax, raise sales tax by up 
to IS per cent and limit wage In- 
creases to a maximum of 8 per cent 
until June, 1978. 

At the same time, official figm«a 
dlaeloeed that Rhodesia lost 971 
whites through emigration in 
January, hringfog the 1 m recorded 
sihee January, 1976, to 7.983.

What Egged is doing to upgrade its 
financial and operational management 


Ministers too busy with election 
matters for day-to-day decisions

SenJor ministry officials have late- 
ly held a series of meetings at which 
they took deelalona of the kind uaual- 
ly reserved for the political 
leadership and Cabinet officers. Thla 
Is the result of a feeling among the 
officials that the country's poUtiea! 
leaders are preoccupied with party 
and election matters, it is learned. 

The moat Important officials in* 
voWed In these meetings are the 
dlrectors*gcacral of the Finance. 
Commerce and Industry, and 
• Transport Ministries. 

Here art some of the decisions 
made. 

• Some politicians thought that dur- 
ing the proposed package deal 
period no wage increments should he 
granted. Ministry officials, on the 
other hand, thou^t thla impractical. 


Thus, the Package Deal Law tabled 
in the Knesset allows wsges to rise 
during the period of the deal, if the 
increases were agreed upon before 
the eut-oM date. 

• The political leadership wanted 
the Government to reach a much 
broader compromise with the Op* 
position on the size of the interim 
budget. Thla move was blocked by 
the officials and the eventual com- 
promise remained rather minimal. 

• It was the officials who took the 
difficult decision to grant the 
engineers, technicians and 
ae.7demles wage increases ranging 
from 1L200 to ILMO a month. 

• Ofilclals on their own initiative 
arc currently preparing an emergen- 
cy plan tar the economy, to be sub- 
mitted to the Finance hfinlater after 
the eleetiona.

The background document the 
Transport Ministry submitted to the 
Knesset Finance Committee last 
week, which outlines the principles 
for running public transporUon, has 
this to say about the bus 
cooperatives* management: 

**The msnagement and organiza- 
tion Of the cooperatives should be 
based, as far as possible, oa 
professional and functional prin- 
ciples, so as to reduce inatsbiUty and 
to limit the secondary effects of the 
cooperative prtoeiple.

The document also ahowa the'

present financial managmement of 
Egged. It calls for proper budgeting 
and deplores the absence of an ade-. 
quate cost accounting system and 
the generally unsatisfactory state of 
financial repotting and auditing.

Soldier entitled to pension despite proof of his negligence 


The Supreme Court, by majority 
decision, -allowed an appeal against 
a judgment of the Jeru^em District 
Court delivered In LA. M30/73. 

During the appellant’a.- miTltary 
service he visited a friend serving In 
a field medical clinic; 'While waiting 
for bis friend, the appellant sat down 
on the bed of foe soldler'on duty at 
■ the cUnie and felt foat an Usi was 
under foe mattress. The appellant 
thereupon took foe Uzzl out, loaded it 
and dangled it oh his knees, to the 
process tbe Uzsl went off and tbe 
appellant received a bullet in his left 
hand whleb caused him is per cent 
invalidity. 

Be applied for an invalid's pension 
under the Invalids (Pensions & 
Rehabilitation) Law. His application 
was rejected by foe Pensions Officer

Officer's decision, held that it was 
possible that an act committed 
without autiunisation and negligent- 
ly could still esuse an injury "in- 
curred in consequence of mllitaxy 
service" but that that could only 
happen if the injury were caused to 
another soldier azid not to the soldier 
who had himself committed tbe un- 
authorised and xzegligent act. 

Scetton 9 of the ^valids (Pensions 
& Rehabilitation) Law, (Con- 
solidated Version), 1959, provides m- 
ier alia, foat: "No gratuity oar pen- 
sion under this Law shall be paid to 
an Invalid whose invalidity has been 
caused by grave misconduct on his 
pairt." The Law defines "invalidity" 
as bq^: "The loss of tbe faculty to 
perform an ordinary action... as a 
result (tf... injury, occurring in foe 
period of (a soldier’s) service in con- 
sequence ot his service." 

hi foe appeal ogalxist tbe District 
Court's decision, Mr. M. Arbell 
appeared for tbe appellant and Mrs. 
P. Albeek, Se:ii.or Assistant State At- 
torney for the respondent. 
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judgment 

Justice Oohn, who delivered tbe 
majority opinion of the Supreme 
Court, Justice Sheresbevsky con- 
cuiring, pointed out that section 9 of 
theXnv^ds LAwdoes not exclude an 
injury inflicted on himself by a 
soldier from causing Invalidity, but 
denies the soldier a pension or 
gratuity because of his Invalidity if 
his injury was caused by his own 
grave miseonduet. In other words, 
however bad a soldier’s misconduct 
might have been, the injury be caus- 


ed to hlmwell thereby would Still be 
deemed to have been caused "in con- 
sequence of bis service" within foe 
deflnition of "invalidity." 

But, in the present case, the pen- 
sions officer himself bad not con- 
sidered tbe appellant's conduct as 
being "grave misconduct" within 
, the meaning of section 9, nor hod the 
Military Court found liim gidlty of 
such mlsconducL Therefore section 
9 was not applicable to the case — 
contrary to tbe respondent’s 
counsel's attempt to invoke it. 

As to the respondent's argument 
that an unaiitbo^ed or negligent act 
on the port of a soldier severed tbe 
comieetlon between tbe act and his 
military service, he could not accept 
it. held Justice Oohn, for the reason 
that it was not conceivable that 
every injury suffered by a soldier in 
consequence of tbe perpetratf on of a 
military offence on his part should 
disqualify him from receiving pen- 
sion rights on the grounds tiiat it bad 
not been incurred in consequence of 
the soldier's service. FV>r there are 
offences which by tbeir very nature 
are committed in consequence of 
military service and would not be 
committed except in consequence of 
that service. A very good example of 
such an offense was the neglig^ or 
unauthorfhed use of army weapons. 
Nor would it be relevant, he con- 
tinued, tlxat an Injury caused by such 
use of weapons was caused to tbe 
user himself or to another soldier. 

*Tn consequence of service." 
uuBile Cbhnwentontofaold,mustnot 
be construed as meaningonly “while 
lawfully fulfilling a military duty." 


For if the legislature had wished to 
limit the ^fal to a penaiDn to only 
such soldiers as are injured when 
fulfilling a lawful duty, they could, 
-and-wouMk^ have said so azp re s aly. 
As It ia. however, the term “in con- 
sequence of service" ia sufficiently 
wide to include unlawfoij acts, and 
foe unlawfulness of mieh acts does 
“ not sever tbe relationship between 
foe military service and foe injury 
caused thereby (see also C. A 482/72, 
1P.D. 2rr/469>. 

The only test to be applied, be con- 
cluded, is whether the injury would 
have occurred if the inji^d person 
bad not been a soldier at tbe time 
(see Justice SUberg in C.A 187/64, 2 
P.D. 18/915). And as in tbe Resent 
case the appellant would not have 
been Injured if be badnot been doing 
his military aervfee at the time, his 
injury must be deemed to have oc- 
curred in consequence of his 
military service. 'Die appeal should, 
therefore, be allowed. 


JUDGE ASHER 


In bla minority 'opinion Judge 
Asher pointed out that the 
appellant’s conduct indicated that he 
had udshed to show-oCf his skin and 

knowledge before his friend, and 
that St was clear that no one bad ask- 
ed or ordered him to handle tbe Uzzl. 

In short, be had done so on his own 
initiative without any cause or need 
for doing so In connection with any 
military duty. He coifld not see how 
such conduct could possibly come 
within the meaning of "in conse- 
quence of military service." Fbr he 
could not agree with Justice Cohn 
that any uae of arms by a soldier 


must perforce be in consequence ut 
mlUtaiy service. On tbe contrary, be 
was of the opinion that only such uae 
as was required for the purposes of 
• •theourmy. and In. this context.lt 
would be irrelevant whether foe use 
were negligent or unauthorised — 
could be deemed to be use "in con- 
sequence of military service," and 
foat once a soldier uses a weapon for 
purposes other than those for which 
he was entnxsted with it (for exam- 
ple. for his own private purpewes) 
then his use thereof cannot be said to. 
be "in consequence of bia military 
service." 

Any other interpretation, he con- 
tinued, would frustrate the 
leglslatore’s declared purpose of dis- 
tinguishing between “during 
military ae^ce" and "In conse? 
quenee of military service," both of 
which criteria are contained in the 
definition of invalidity. 

As, therefore, he was not of foe opi- 
nion that the appellant had used foe 
Uzzi In consequence of hla milltaxy 
service, held Judge Asher, although 
he had done so in the course of hia 
military service, be saw no cauae for 
allowing the a^qieal. 

Judge Asher went on to concur 
with Justice Oohn that "in conse- 
quence of military service" did not 
necessarily mean In consequence of 
the lawful execution of military 
duties, and that even it a soldier 
carried out his duties negllgmtly or 
flouted his superior's orders, he 
could still be said to have acted in tbe 
course of his military service, as 
long as the act was committed within 
foe framework of bis military duties 
and not for purely private purposes.

XF any assurances were still needed that the FLO has not, 
nor is about, to change its spots, they were gi-pen most 
authoritatively by the head of that organizatiim's 'political 
departxnent*' Farouk Kadduml, in tiiree separate intervlewB 
only last Saturday. 

' The PLO will “accept” an Independent state In the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip, said Kadduml, but only with a view to Its 
.eventual extension to the entire area of “Western Palestine.” 
The FLO will agree to take part in a resumed Geneva con- 
ference, reinresented its own delegation, and only if the talks 

are based not- on the resolutions of the Security Council, .as 
before, but on the decisions of the (General Assembly. 

In other words, there is not going to be any revision of the 
FLO'S notorious “National Covenant." Some cosmetic changes 
might be entertained, to placate well-wishers in tiie West«nd in 
the Bswt who have been pressing for a more “moderate” image 
of the terror organisation, to help ease the PLO’s way to 
Geneva. But there will be no disavowal, even implicit^, of tiie 
final aim of Israel's destruction. 

There is no good reason to ddubt Bodduinl’s word. It should be 
granted due attention by all those who keep urging Israel to pay 
heed to the supposed “transfoniiatian” which the PLO is sup- . 
posed to have recently undergone. 

reiteration of the PXX)'s unwavering commitment to Its 
original genocidal goal freshly vindicates Israel's- coixslsteDt 
policy, which has been neatly summed up by Foreign BAhoister 
AUon, aa, “Palestinians — yes, PLO — no.” WhUe ndingout any 
thought of accommodation with the PLO — a contradletion in 
terms, really — this policy acknowledges the need to satiaQr 
Palestinian interests, in the original context of. Jordan. It also 
means dlsincUnaticin to force laneli rule in permanence over a 
large occu|ded Arab population. 

Inevitably, this involves readiness to cede back to Jordan 
parts of Jud^ and Samaria, in conditions of a peaceful settle- 
ment. That is the idea which has just won renew^ endorsement 
from the Labour Party convention, whose platform named Jor^ 
dan explicitly — for the first time — aa one of tiie neighbouring 
countries with which a territorial compromise Is to be sought. 

As a corollary, the convention proposed to limit Jewish s^e- 
ment in Judea and Samaria to aome specific areas- — those, ob- 
viously, to which a strong case would be made in peace talks — 
rather than extend it all over the West Bank. 

There m those in ocamtry, ranging fimn Mbshe Dayan to 

Menahem Begin, who find fault, large or small, with this policy, 
cm grounds of ancestral or of military ^feuce, or both. 
They have articulated a powerful, but not a sufficient argument 

Mr. Dayan, for example, is right in recalling, as he did at the 
convention, that the world never acquiesced in Jbrdan's 
assumption of sovereign^ over the West Bank. That could serve 
as a rebuttal of Jordanian claims for Israeli withdrawal all the 
way to the old armistice demarcation lines. But surely it is also 
relevant to keep In mind what It is that “the world,” induing 
Israel’s best friends, thinks of the annexation, under whatever 
guise, of the West Bank to Israel. 

Mr'. Begin, for his part, is fully justified in voicing doubt about 
the measure of peace which the Hashemite monarch would, at 
the moment, be prepared to offer Israel even In exchange fbr 
the most far reaching territorial conceasioiis. But by inaiHHng 
that Judea and Samaria must not be trauaferred to ^'foreign 
rule” under any conditions, the leader of the likud, however ta- 
advertently, only plays into the VignAa of those who wish to 
brand Israel a foe of peace. 

In the coming elections the people, in' their wisdom, may 
chose to overtluw the present Israeli policy. But until then the 
Rabin Government, for all its minority status, is fully entitled to 
pursue It. Moreover, any extra-parliamentary attempt to es- 
tablish facts “on the ground,” contrary to that policy, as Gush 
Emonlm promises to continue doing, must be disallowed. 


Lesson to be leamt 


NO-OmSf WAS THINKING yesterday, aa the tiireatened strike 
grew near, ttiat the present cabinet c^d possibly resist for long 
thls'latest chsllen^ — by the civil servants — to its waning 
authority. Ih the area oi wage policy, the goveroment has simp- 
ly collapsed. 

But there is another failure too — that of the respective union 
leaders. It will not take long for the rank-and-file to realise that 
they have been led up a blind alley once again. Everybody is go- 
ing to more banknotes at the end of eacdi mcmtii. But &e 
. recipients will not be able to buy more goods for long with that 
money. 

Wwmyrmt*** are cheap to print and easy to acquire with the aid 
of paraly^g work stoppages. But g^ds have to be produced, 
and strikea do nothing to help that. 

Jt is pertops a good thing that the chain-reaction with which 
we ha-ve become over the years took place so swiftly in 

this pre-electira phase. As soon as the doctors got, everybody 
else followed. The linkage principle was applied in double-qui^ 
time. Before the medical practitioners even saw the cob^ of 
their salary rise, the entire public service had climbed onto the 
bandwagon; and angry ndlses are already heard from the 
^vate sector. 

The union chiefs must be asking themselves what they have 
gained through spurning the collective agreement signed with 
the Government by &eir own eentriJ organisation, the 
Histadrut. It Is time for Yeruham Meshel to call a symposium — 
made up of all those who banged the table. Subject on the agen- 
da; how to handle pay claims in the future, so that tbe workers 
get some benefit. 

It la possible to increase the spending-power of some by 
decresMng the spending-power of others, ^at does not work in 
Israel's wide-a-w^e democracy (unless, in this case, the doc- 
tors manage to stay a fewpercmitage points ahead of thence) .

To the loser — half the spoils? 


TOic handful Of newsmen lucky 
enough to 'slip into the Feres 
"dreniDg-rDom'' during Wednesday 
night's vote ct^unt will .long, 
remember tbe moving scene oC for. 
titude and resilience they witnessed 
there. Within minutes of tbe end of 
voting, the tint results were in, and 
the trmd soon became painfully ob- - 
vious. A sombre hush fell on the little 
gathe^g. Feres and Eban, seated 
in the centre of the group, stared at' 
the floor, ashm-laced. Eban's chin 
quivSred; his wife, Susy, gripped*^ 
arm. 

Then Peres took in a great gulp of 
the et^, smoke-laden air. and. as 
though It were tbe elixir of youth, let 
out a long sigh — and smiled. 
"That's it. ehevra,” he said. "It's all- 
over. Do you know the one about the 
waiter wi tbe Polish train..." 

An aide, gulckly the kind 

of supped hlB chief needed, said 
"No. it was aRumasiiantrain!" and 
ev er y on e laughed. A nervous, bitter, 
sad laugh, but .It broke the ua- 
lieBrable tenUon. 

kOnutes later, Peree was able to 
stride back into tbe convention hah, 
clear-eyed and smiling, his bearing 
earning him warm applause from 
everyone. 

lAose early moments of anguished 
defeat were memorable for another 
reason too: they marked an uur 
preeedented triumph for political 
democracy in laraeL *The gap is 
only thirty votes," a young aide 
cried out excitedly at one p^t In 
the count. "A defeat by thirty is still 
a defeat.*' Peres retorted. 


The fact that Mr. Peres 
won -nearly half of the 
votes at the Labour Par- 
ty convention does hot 
entitle him to a duum- 
virate with Mr.' Rabin, 
who got the nomination 
for Prime Minister, 
suggests DAVID 
LANDAU. 


SADLY. THOUGH, the triumph of 
democracy has proved short-Uved. 
On the very moniing after, Peres 
and his followers turned their backs 
on the basic tenet of democracy and 
began aigulag that a narrow defeat 
(the final gap was 44 votes, or 1.42 
per cent) is not a defeat after all. 

"The party has elected two men, 
not one." they said. More to the 
point, they demanded 49.29 per cent 
of all the spona — all the positions of 
power and influence "from tbe Ca- 
binet to the .cooperative shop"— to 
be apportioned within the party in 
the d^ ahead. Since 49.29 is as 
close to fifty as makes no difference, 
they were insisting, in effect on an 
equal share in evocythlng. 


The Poet’a Joshqa Brilliant summ- 
ed up their argumrat yesterday with 
poker-faced precision: “Peres' 
camp has tnsUted on equal power 
because Rabin had a majority of 
only 0.71" (!) (Rabin polled 60.71 per 
cent.) 

To add clout to their demands, the 
Peres side indicated that ttaey were 
fa no particular burry to start tiie- 
"real" election campaign (against 
the opposition parties) — unless 
their demands were first met "Let 
them put Baram and Rabiaowits on. 
tbe hustings.” one leading Peres 
supporter said sneeringly. 

The point Is that some of Labour’s 
most effective vote-getters — Peres 
himself. Eban, Yossl Sarld, — are in 
the Peres camp. They are threaten- 
ing, in effect, not to piiU their wei^ 
In the campaign unless the result of 
Wednesday’s vote Is to all intents 
and purposes nullified. 

Ibey do not challenge the fact that 
the 0.71 per cent gives Rabin the 
right to be named Party Leader and 
Prime Minister; but they seek to 
deny him the right to be Party 
Leader and Frlme Minister in more 
than name only.

'As Yoel Marcus wrltes.ln Frt^y'si 
“Haiaretz,” Rabin's watchword- 
must be "In victory' —ms 
naniznity" not because or any lof 
ideals, but because of the crudest 
considerations of poUtieal self- 
interest. Rabin ‘must pull the party 
together, must placate his opponents 
befbre the elections — to create at 
least the facade of unity in the cam- 
paign, even If. as-Mkreus bdteves, 
that facade will probably crack open 
again once the voting for the Enesset 
is over. 

But Marcus is mistaken, surely, 
when be endorses tbe Peree camp's 
demand for absolute equality as the 
only means of achieving even this 
transient unity. 

On the contrary, a unity achieved 
In this way would be so transparent- 
ly phoney that even the n^vest of 
elect(nn would see through it. it 
would^moreover, be the guarantee of 
Its own certaib transience and early 
dissolution. It would also hring last 
week’sparty election — which many 
people admired as a healthy new 
departure in Israel! politics — into 
retrospective ridicule and contempt, 
iw it would mean that the election 
decided nothing of subetazice. 


OBVIOUSLY one is not arguing that 
a majority of 44, or even of 440, can 
give l^bin the justification or ex- 
cuse for wiping the slate clean of 
Peres supporters. 

If tHi* is what he or his aides 
thought — and the immediate post- 
poll doings of the Rablnite bosses of 
MigAai Ha 'Em eh and Bat Yam seem 
to suggest that it was — then it only 
attests to their political Immaturity. 
TMs kind of Indulgence in petty idn- 
dlctiveneas, pleasant thcnigh it mig^t 
be at the time, could cost Rabin Us 


WAS THE ELECTION, into which so 
much effort and emotion was 
poured, merely a contest over which 
• man was to hold the title of Premier, 
a title hslf-empUed of Its potency by. 
the other's refusal to acquiesce, to 
concede defeat? Or was it (supposed 
to be) a fair and free fl^ lor the 
right to run the party and the govern- 
ment — albeit not as a U.S. Presi- 
dent, but at least aa a British 
Premier — for the next four years? 

Despite their hopeful 
prognostications right up to the last 
minute,' both camps knew in thefr 
hearts that a few dozen votes would 
decide the issue one way or tiie 
other. Did either side propose, 
therefore . to tbr^ the poll and simp- 
ly split e vetything dom tbe middle? 

And, If the rei^t had been the 
other way around, would Perea ha've 
offered Rabin 49.29 per cent of aU the 
power, all the Influence — an effec- 
tive veto on the exercise of the 
Premier's power — as he Is now 
demanding? 


An inquest on the Horev Report 


IN SEFTTSMBER, 1976, the long- 
awaited Horev Report suggested 
changes in the relationship between 
the Jewish Agency and the lOnistry 
Cft Absotyitlon. Five months later, 
after mulling It over, and with elec- 
tions approaching, both the Govem- 
meut and the Jewish Agency Board 
of Governors are beginmng to jrelate 
to the repmi. 

To recap, the committee of 10, 
headed by Technion President Amos 
Horev, recommended that the Prime 
li^hlster head a "^preme raunigra- 
tion and Absorption CknmcU" whose 
members would Include the Head of 
the World gonlst Organization, 
cabinet members and represen- 
tatives ot tbe Jewish Agency, tiie Im- 
ndgrant associations and the public. 

■ ~mimigration and absoiption func- 
tions woidd be isteeratea under on 
umbrella organization to be called 
the "Immigration and Absorption 
Authority, "Ihus elimlsatlng the pre- 
sent Ministry of Absorption as weH 
aa the Aliya Department of ‘the 
Jewish Agency. The Atithozity would 
be headed by the chairman of tbe . 
Jewish Agency and would work 
-within the Agency's framework, 
following the guidelines of the 
Supreme Council. 

The Authority's Bq^rd would also 
be headed by the chairman of fte 
Jewish Agency. It would include "a 
government minister." a director- 

S the treasurer of the Jewish 
and a representative of the 
of E^nanee. Each ministry 
would appoint an assistant director- 
general to co-ordinate aUya and ab- 
sorption work, and these gentlemen 
would constitute a Coordinating 
Gommittee under the ebairmanahip 
of the cabinet member sitting on the 
Supreme Council. 

It Is laudable that the report la un- 
equivocal about the fact that the 
separation of Immigration and ah- 
swTtion functions is irrational and 
no longer tolerable. But practically 
everyone already knew this. And 
despite tbe political reality in Israel 
which led to this artificial separa- 
tion in 1968, even the Americans on 
the Board of Governors of the Jewish 
Agency, and esperially its chair- 
man. Max Fisher, insisted at the 
Agency's Fifth Assembly (In July, 
1976J &at the Prime iOaiaterput an 
end to tbe waste. 


The Board of Governors 
of the Jewish Agency 
will meet in Jerusalem 
tomorrow- to discuss, 
among other issues, the 
recommendations in the 
Horev Report on a new 
organizational structure 
for immigration and ab- 
sorption. BLJBZER D. 
JAF^ offers his own 
view of the Report. 


POSTSCRIPTS! 


IN M7 OPINION, the Government 
and the Jewish Agency should reject 
the Horev Report, and perhaps set 
up other teams to suggest alter- 
native approaches to the problems of 
Immigration and absorption. 
Moreover, they should enlarge tbe 
mandate and have the new task 
groups relate to tbe larger picture of 
the relationship between tbe State of 
Israel and tbe Jewish Agency. 

ft is almost impossible to analyze 
tbe Issues without looking at the 
larger, more basic framework. This 
is a major task for Israel and 
Diaspora Jews: to define the tasks 
each must handle, and the 
organisational framework 
necessary to accomplish those tasks. 

' All the rest Is secondary. 

It is naive to assume that the 
Prime Minister will be able and free 
to chair a Supreme Oouncii on aiiya 
and absorp^n. Recent experience 
with the Prime Minister's Council on 
Social Welfare has shown this ap- 
proach to be an unrealistic one when 
it comes to organizing serious 
matters. 

In essence, the report advocates 
continued Agency responsibility — 
as opposed to Government respon- 
sibility — for alJya and absorption. 
This also seems to me to be wrong. I 
believe that the Government, in 
close cooperation with organized 
Jewish communities and Israeli con- 
sulates in the Diaspora, should take 
direct responaibiilty for aiiya work. 
We will need trained, Government- 
employed skitkim, who can speak on 
behalf of Israel ^thout ahladlanut 
and provide professional advice and 
service. 


THE HOREV REPORT emphasises 
the imporianee of each ministry do- 
ing its job in a co-ordinated manner. 
It la also important to note that the 
poHc^s to be implemented by the 
ministries must be determined, in 
the final analysis, by the cabinet. 
And even today, no Jewish Agency 
project or policy Is Implemented in 
Israel without either tacit or e:tylieit 
Government approval. 

Thes'e facts seem to point to the ' 
need to transfer aiiya andabsorption 
matters to a governmental rather, 
than a non-govemmental structure. 
I would suggest a five-year experl-' 
ment, entrusting aiiya activities to 
the Ministry of Absorption. The 
Minister would be chosen from the 
largest party tn the next coalition, 
and the director-general would be 
chosen for his or her professional 
qualifications alone. 

In addition, a non-polltlcal, 
professional Advisory Committee, 
including representatives of the Im- 
migrant associations, should follow 
the ministry's activltlea and prepare 
bi-annual evaluations to be. 
presented to the cabinet for discus- 
sion and policy-making. Finally, the 
Knesset should have a new and 
separate Committee on lznm(gration 
and Abaoiption to act as a watchdog 
and to push relevant legislation 
throu^. 

It seems to me that after 30 years 
ot statehood we ought to experiment 
more freely in the pursuit of new 
answers to our problems, and not 
cling to pre-state solutions and in- 
atitutlona.

Parents must come to thoroughly 
understand their child's particular, 
problem and receive extensive 
guidance in deeding with the learning 
disabled child's day-to-day 
problems. Faith and intelligence, 
whether the child's or the parents’, 
are not enough. Parents must active- 
ly complement and supplement, at 
home, the work of tiie professionalB. 
Tl^ is vital to the success of the 
child's- particular- programme. 
However, due to the shortage.^ of 
trained personnel in many coimt^'es 
(as true of Israel .as in Canada, Tm 
sure), neither the child nor the 
parents receive the help they need 
and are entitled to. 

The only solution for parents baa 
been for them to form self-help 
groups through which they can be of 
assistance to ,one .another, proiilde 
help in every way tq.the 
professionals and oonvlnce 
educational institutions to give the 
learning disabled children help 
they need. The enormous growth of 
such porenta' groups in..Noz1J3 
America, Europe and Australia 
attests to their effectiveness.
